MARCH  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3.79 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $3.79  for  March  1965  deliveries  of  Grade  A  milk 
to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte-Elkhart ,  Indiana,  milk  order.  The  uniform  price  is 
based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent,  and  will  be  adjusted  by  a  differential  of  7  cents 
for  each  one  tenth  percent  that  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard.  The 
minimum  price  is  subject  to  a  4  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  together 
with  the  authorized  hauling  charge.  This  price  is  10  cents  higher  than  the  price  of  a  year 
ago,  but  is  19  cents  less  than  the  February  1965  uniform  price. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 

The  average  daily  producer  receipts  were  up  .5  percent  over  February  1965,  but  are  1  percent 
less  than  a  year  ago.  The  average  daily  production  per  producer  was  954  pounds,  which  is 
the  second  highest  that  it  has  been  in  this  market.  In  May  1964  a  high  of  970  pounds  was 
reached,  which  will  probably  be  exceeded  this  April,  May,  and  June. 

CLASS  I  SALES 

Daily  Class  I  sales  are  up  about  one  and  one-third  percent  over  February  1965,  and  the  same 
increase  for  a  year  ago.  Because  of  the  slight  decrease  in  producer  receipts  and  small 
increase  in  Class  I  sales,  the  Class  I  utilization  of  producer  milk  was  71.1  percent,  compared 
with  69.5  percent  of  a  year  ago. 

SUPPORT  PRICES 


The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  support  prices  for  the  marketing  year 
beginning  April  1,  1965.  The  national  average  support  prices  of  $3.24  per  hundredweight  for 
manufacturing  milk  and  59.4  cents  per  pound  of  butterfat  reflects  75%  of  the  parity  prices 
for  the  two  commodities.  Comparable  prices  for  the  previous  year,  also  at  75%  of  parity, 
were  $3.15  and  58  cents. 

The  $3.24  price  is  for  milk  of  r.ational  yearly  butterfat  test  of  3.73%.  A  corresponding 
price  for  manufacturing  milk  of  3.5%  would  be  $3.04  per  hundredweight.  In  carrying  out 
the  support  program,  the  price  of  butter  will  be  1  cent  higher,  1/2  cent  more  for  cheddar 
cheese,  and  no  increase  in  non-fat  dry  milk. 

ORDER  NEWS 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  issued  an  Amended  Federal  Milk  Marketing  Order  for 
the  Chicago  marketing  area  on  March  30,  to  become  effective  April  1.  Officials  of  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture’s  Consumer  and  Marketing  Service  said  the  order  was  issued 
following  receipt  of  information  that  more  than  two-thirds  of  eligible  dairy  farmers  approved 
the  amended  order. 

CLASS  I  PRICE 

The  Class  I  price  for  the  April  1965  delivery  period  will  be  $3.98  per  hundredweight  for  3.5 
percent  milk.  The  price  was  computed  by  adding  $1.00  per  hundredweight  to  the  basic  formula 
price  ($3.22),  minus  the  Chicago  supply-demand  adjustment  of  24  cents.
